After being informed on August 31, 1996 that you, the members, 
had voted to connect to Warrenton, the city requested that the 
implementation process await the hiring of their new City Engi- 
neer, which was scheduled for October 18, 1996. 


Subsequent delays since that time seem, for the most part, to have 
been caused by the inability of the Warrenton City Attorney to 
provide the city with a draft “definitive agreement.” I have been 
in contact with the City Manager personally, or by phone, at least 
once each week. 


The first draft of the agreement was faxed to me by the city on 
February 19, 1997. There were a number of areas which required 
more discussion. I have met with GilGramson, the Wa \ 
Manager, on several occasions since. At this writin 

agreement is in its third revision. 


Weare all frustrated and disappointed that the connec 
yet been made, but hopefully we will be able to move < 
next 60 days to a final agreement, now that there is at 

Once the connection has been made 
will focus its attention on moving ahead with the pip 
ment project.

My thanks to the Board for their efforts on behalf of all 
residents and property owners of Surf Pines. As elected 
representatives, you have acted in our collective best interests 
to maintain Surf Pines as a very desirable place to live; to 
prevent degradation of the Surf Pines environs; to protect 
individual property rights despite lapse of CC&Rs; to continue to 
work to enhance the safety of all residents by recommending 
upgrading of security gates which improved the safety of all 
walkers, joggers, bicyclists, roller bladers, and children on 
Surf Pines road; to continue to limit public use of Surf Pines 
roads, which in turn limits the maintenance cost of the roads 
borne solely by Surf Pines property owners; to continue to employ 
a security person; etc. All of which maintains and increases the 
value of individual properties inside Surf Pines. Real estate 
ads or real estate appraisers or agents support the thesis that a 
"gated community" is valued more than a comparable community 
without gates. 


Regarding the questionnaire on proposed modification to the 
gates, it wasn’t clear to me that a reply was requested. Yes, 
the majority was probably silent with respect to answering the 
questionnaire. Therefore, it would not right to be swayed by the 
few replies received, especially if they were from known vocal, 
anti anything, and short-sighted property owners. The board is 
elected to represent the best interest of all even though the 
major hasn’t spoken, just the strident minority. Therefore, the 
board must continue to work for the good of all property owners 
despite derogatory remarks and name calling by a few. 


There is an established gate/security committee of the board 
whose recommendations I respect and will likely follow as they 
have given of their time to make recommendation for all of us. I 
do not have the time or opportunity to participate, study the 
issues, and therefore respect their analysis and recommendations. 
As to a specific comments regarding the gates, Yes to the 
recommendation of the Security Committee. Property owners must 
be reminded that the gates cannot be evaluated solely on the 
basis of being security devices but must be considered as safety 
devices, as economic/maintenance devices to limit damage to Surf 
Pines roads from general public traffic which helps to keep the 
dues of all property owners reasonable, and yes, as limited 
security devices which inhibit but does not eliminate crime in 
Surf Pines. Yes to recommendations that increases the efficiency 
of the security gates; yes, to those measures to lessen the 











maintenance cost of operating the gates; and yes to those 
policies and procedures that are implemented for the benefit of 
all even though there may some minor inconvenience to each of us. 
If a vote is required then all the benefits of the gates should 
be presented as arguments for continued use and upgrade of these 
valued devices. 


The Charlton/Malarkey park plan is ardently opposed based upon 
what I know to date. What is the purpose or role of the park? 
Surely it is not for the benefit of Surf Pines property owners as 
there already is one park under development. If for the general 
public then to what purpose as it is located between two nearby 
existing State parks? If for the general public, what guarantees 
and funds are to be available by the developers to Surf Pines and 
property owners for damages that result from public access? If 
there is to be a fee for use, is a commercial business in keeping 
with existing County zoning laws? A real questionable proposal to 
what purpose and intent other than to create problems, division, 
and turmoil for Surf Pines Board and property owners. 


The Board actions have been and continue to be evident of their 
real concern for the impact of each of its decisions on the 
individual property owner but has implemented only policies and 
decisions intended to benefit all property owners. 

Unfortunately, in Surf Pines as is the case of the general 
population, there are vocal individuals who do not understand 
that they can benefit by being considerate of their neighbors’ 
wishes, points of view, and rights, individuals who think only of 
themselves. 


Surf Pines Breeze is a great means of keeping everyone informed 
and a good means to present the facts on issues. I look forward 
to receiving it and read it from cover to cover. The article 
entitled, "Eagles Among Us" by Jean Parker was most enjoyable. 
Surf Pines is unique and a wonderful place and worth the efforts 
to maintain its livability and uniqueness.
